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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Browseaccelerator does 
not teach determining an amount of the criteria the content complies with and creating an analytical result as an indicator of 
trustworthiness of the Internet site. Applicant underlines analytical result as not suggested by Browseaccelerator. 
The carefully considered argument is found not persuasive. Browseaccelerator provides a product for finding and presenting the most 
relevant web sites. Browseaccelerator "ranks 100000 sites on the web according to their number of visitors, page views and links 
popularity". An ordinary artisan in the art of information management would readily recognize that process of rankings involves at least 
analysis of data according to some parameters ("according to their number of visitors, page views and links popularity", etc.) the bases of 
which the analytical result (e.g. a ranking document) is established. 



Applicant also argues that Browseaccelerator does not disclose means for summing the number point values for each criterion the internet 
site meets and a means to create the analytical result. 

As discussed above, Browseaccelerator discloses creating analytical results and even if means for creating the analytical results were not 
disclosed an ordinary artisan would readily recognize that these analytical results are created using a computer. Computers inherently 
have means for summing the number point values. Additionally, the examiner points out that work with binary numbers adding and 
subtracting values. 
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
